The fine interior 
of the Hamillt Club, which was the 
last of the buildings of prominence to 
suffer, was crackling, and its Walls 
were reddened by the glow from the 
slowly-expiring fiames within and 
around. Many of the citizens were still 
about the streets, but the cordon kept 
by the militiamen was quite rigid. The 
quarter they were guarding was alive 
with firemen and fire machinery, and 
wagons were beginning in a mee: way 
to clear away. débris. 

The Sunday Chronicle issued an ex-

RUSHED THE 
BLOCKADERS. 


Dewet Drives His Cattle 
Upon the British. 


Many Boers Killed or 
Taken Prisoner. 


Kitchener Cables Long Descrip- 
tion of the Combined Move 
Against Burghers. 


(BY THE NEW ASSOCIATED PRESS—P.M.) 

LONDON, Feb. 10.—{By Atlantic Ca- 
ble.] From Wolvehoek, Lord Kitchener 
today telegraphed a long description of 
a combined movement of numerous 
British columns, with the object of se- 
curing Gen. Dewet. 

Lord Kitchener says the advance be- 
gan the night of February 4, the whole 
force moving from various directions 
and forming a continuous line of 
mounted men on the west bank of the 
Liebenberg Vlei from Frankfort, as far 
south as Fanny’s Home, and thence to 


the west, and the following night the 
British entrenched with their outposts 
fifty yards apart. They held the line 
from Holland on the Heilbron-Frank- 
fort blockhouse line to Dornokloof on 
the Kroonstadt-Lindley biockhouse 
line, while the columns were 
also working ‘in advance of the 
blockhouse lines to prevent De- 
wet's crossing. The advance was 
continued February 6, and Dewet was 
within the inclosure, but, realizing his 
position, he ordered his men to disperse 
and seek eafety during the night. 

Dewet himself, with some men and a 
number of cattle, made for the Kroon- 
stadt-Lindley blockhouse line, and at 
1 o'clock in the morning, when it was 
very dark, by rushing his cattle at the 
fence, broke his way through the line, 
mixed up with the cattle, and losing 
three men killed. 

Many attempts were made to break 
through the line on the night of Feb- 
ruary 7, reports Lord Kitchener, the 
line of outposts being attacked at 
various places throughout the night, 
but very few escaped, and ten dead 
Boers were picked up in the morning 
near Heilbron, 

“I did not get exact details of the 
Boer casualties,”’ continues Lord Ejitch- 
ener, “but ae far as I have 
they eonsist of 283 in killed, wounde 
and prisoners, as wel) as about 700 tired 
horses and many cattle. Our casual- 
ties were only ten.”

HELENA (Mont.) Feb. 9.—(Ex- 
elusive Dispatch.| Maj. John 
‘Pitcher, U.S.A., Superintendent 
of the Yellowstone National 
Park, is authority for the state- 
ment that, late in January, the 
ice crew of the Yellowstone Park 
Association, coming from the 
lower geyser basin to the new 
hotel at Norris Geyser Basin, 
had their attention drawn to an 
unexpected and entirely new ex- 
hibition of voleanic action in 
the porcelain basin, and that it 
had been christened the Twen- 
tieth Century Geyser, It is sit- 
uated 150 feet east of the Con- 
stant Geyser. Its crater is 26} 
inches wide and 41 inches in 
length. Its eruptions are simi- 
lar to those of the Constant, but 
are about six times greater in 
volume. . The length of the erup- 
tions vary from three ‘to eleven 
minutes, and occur at intervals 
of from one hour and fifteen 
minutes to an hour and three- 
quarters. 

The Norris Geyser Basin, dur- 
ing the last twenty-five years, 
has presented a phenomenal suc- 
cession of annual surprises, the 
Twentieth Century Geyser being 
one. For two years, it made a 
noise reseinbling that of a fry- 
ing pan. G. L. Henderson, 
in describing the discovery of 
the new geyser, said: “When 
the mercury in our thermom- 
eter indicated 30 deg. below 
zero, I received the note from 
Superintendent Pitcher telling 
of the new geyser. I made an 
examination, and I feel that it 
is to be a permanent one, al- 
though, of course, thie is but 
surmise.”

REGRASSING THE RANGES. 
Repairing Ravages of Greed. 

R. C. Judson, industrial agent of the 
Oregon Railway and Navigation Com- 
pany, says: In the spring of 1898 the 
Oregon Railroad and Navigation Com- 
pany, realizing the necessity of re- 
grassing the ranges, found upon inves- 
tigation that adjacent to the lines of 
this road there were 4,968,296 acres of 
grazing lands belonging to the govern- 
which were almost denuded of 
native grasses, and that the same 
would be destroyed unless something 
was done to regrass them. The chief 
pioblem for the management to deter- 
mine was, how ashall we restore or 
bring back the grasses on lands whichkK 
have been denuded by overstocking? 
It was ascertained from the Agricul- 
tural Department at Washington, that 
the capacity of the ranges 
was 40 cent, jess at the beginning 
of 1897 than it had been in 1880. 

The money value lost by fll treat- 
ment of our ranges is hard to estimate. 
I would hazard the opinion. however, 
that it would reach $20,000,000 in the 
State of Oregon alone. To make it 
more clear; if the natural pastures 
or ranges in on were now covered 
with as luxuriant growths of grasses 
as they were fifteen years ago, the ad-

The range 
owners agree that the better grasses 
have been run out by overstocking 
during the years of drought, and at 
the present time but very little grass 
remains; and it is a fact that on the 
ranges of the semi-arid districts, as 
they are at present, it will take a large 
number of acres to keep one steey. 
The amount of money invested in the 
cattle and sheep industry of Oregon 
alone is reckoned by the millions of 
dollars, and the outcome of every dol- 
lar of that value is absolutely depend- 
ent on the subject of forage. 

It was determined to take steps at 
once to bring about the desired end, 
and for that purpose to institute upon 
land belonging to the railroad at Walla 
Walla, in the State of Washington, a 
series of experiments to determine 
what grasses and forage plants could 
be grown without -irrigation. A plot 
was set aside and 136 varieties of 
grasses and forage plants were put 
in during the month of May, 1898, test- 
ing the same under different condi- 
tions. It was found that out of the 
number sown some seven varieties } 
only would do well on the ranges. 
The next twoand one-half 
acres of land at Telocasset, in Eastern 
Oregon, at an altitude or 3251 feet 
above sea level, and having an average 
annual! rainfall of 13.84 inches, was se- 
cured; the same was fenced, plowed 
and seeded to brome grass (bromus 
inermus,) an English wheat ¥ It 

proved a great success, and the esti-

tons per acre. The plot was opened 
in the fall antl fed down to the ground 
by range horses, and the result was 
that it made no diminution in the 
yield, thus demonstrating that it 
would grow and do as well as bunch 
grass, and yield four times the amount 
of forage.

finely, and the yield was enormous, 
the first cut, which was saved for seed,

feet above the river, where the soil 
was light and friable, and also did 
finely; thus demonstrating to my mind, 
thaf alfalfa could be raised on the 
semi-arid lands along the Columbia. A 
plot was put in on the railroad right 
of way near Baker City, and that also 
proved a success. 

Since then the brome grass has been 
tested along the line of the railroad in 
Eastern Oregon, from Huntington to 
Pendleton, average altitude over 
feet above the sea, and up Butter 
Creek, ten miles southerly from Pen- 
dieton, on alkali lands, e yield be- 
ing fully as heavy as on, the high 
lands.

SHIPBUILDING FOR 1902. 
Large Increase on Lakes. 

LAoyd’s figures of shipbuilding in 
1901 practically confirm those of the 
Glasgow H , which were issued a 
fortnight since. Thus, Lioyd’s show 
that the eager launched from ehip 
yards in the United Kingdom in 1901 
amounted to 1,736,708, whereas the 
Glasgow Herald reported a total of 
1,797,675. For the world Lioyd's give 
a total of 2,617,000, as against the 
Glasgow 2,655,365. The dis- 
crepancy is explained by the fact that 
while Lioyd’s do not include torpedo 
vessels of less than 140 tons displace- 
ment, river barges or vessels under 100 
tons burden, the list of our Glasgow 
contemporary includes all sizes and 
types. As regards the work under con- 
etruction in the United Kingdom 
Lioyd’s Register is the acknowledged 
reliable guide. It appears that not- 
withstanding the enormous output dur- 
ing 1901, which surpassed all -previous 
records, the tonnage on the stocks at 
the close of the year exceeded that 
under construction twelve months pre- 
viously by about 89,000 tons, or 7 per 
cent.—its total amount being 1,359,205

TEXTILE MILLS BUILT. 
Large Show:ng for Last Year. 

Two hundred and fifty-five textile 
mills of all kinds were built in the 
United States last year, compared 
with 400 during 1900, according to sta- 
tistics compiled by the Textile World. 
The decrease of 145 mills is distributed 
among all branches except the woolen 
industry, which shows an increase 
over the preceding year of 5 mills. 

During the year Pennsylvania got 
five new cotton mills, of which two 
were ih Philadelphia; nine new woolen 
mills, four of which were in Philadel- 
phia; twenty-eight new knit mills, 
eight of which were in Philadelphia; 
five new silk mills, of which one was 
in Philadelphia, and six miscellaneous 
textile mills, of which five were in 
Philadelphia. 

Of the decrease in new mille the 
greater part is found in the cotton 
branch, which were only fifty-nine, a 
little more than one-third as many as 
in 1900. Rated by the spinning capa-- 
ity, the decrease in the number of new 
cotton mills is even more striking. Ac- 
cording to the figures given the spin- 
dies in the new cotton mills of 1901 
ageregate 291,424, while in the new 
milis of 1990 there were 1,306,784. This 
sharp difference, however, is not re- 
garded altogether lamentable, as the 
rapidity with which cotton mills were 
built in 1900, it is sald, was a source of 
great danger. The South surpassed by 
far all other sections of the country, 
both as to the number of new milis 
and their capacity in both 1901 and 190). 

The knitting industry, chiefly located 
in: ladeiphia and Pennsylvania, 
shows a decrease of only sixteen mills 
from the 108 reported in 1900 e 
trend of the new mills was toward the 
Middle States, notwithstanding the 
fact that the local conditions in the 
South are said to favor this industry. 

In the silk industry there were four- 
teen less mills built than in 1909. This 
ie regarded as a reaction from the 
excessive building of 1909.

They evidently 
have public sentiment on their side, 
and in this respect Mr. Oxnard and his 
associates, of the beet-root interests, 
are placed in a rather peculiar posi- 
tion. The latter party commands con- 
siderable strength in Congress, but, In 
view of the President's call for reci- 
procity with Cuba, the odds would 
seem to be with the sugar trust. The 
latter is thought to have made exten- 
sive purchases of sugar plantations tn 
expectation of this contingency, and 
should, therefore, profit largely by the 
reduction in the duty.” | 

Why should the public sentiment of 
the country be On the side of the 
sugar trust? Surely, the only reason 
can be—supposing the statement to be 
true, which we doubt—that public sen- 
timent does not realize the vast pres- 
ent and prospective importance of the 
American beet-sugar industry. 

Such quotations as the above are not 
so surprising in eastern papers, which 
have, perhaps, not thoroughly investi- 
gated the subject, but what shall we 
think of the editor of a representative 
western publication, which in its anx- 
lety to befriend the poor Cubans de- 
liberately belittles the beet-sugar in- 
dustry of the United States? It is 
claimed that because few are at pres- 
ent engaged in raising sugar beets 
and making sugar, while many eat 
sugar, the latter should not be taxe! 
to support the former. 

‘Surely, those who advance such 


arguments have not properly in- 


vestigated the subject. As we have 
shown, should present favorable 
conditions be continued, there is 
every probability that the American 
beet-sugar industry will, within ten 
years, supply all the sugar consumed 


in the United States, and soon there- 
after have a surplus for export. Sup- 


posing that these arguments in 
reference to the .beet-sugar in- 
dustry had been Accepted fifteen 


years ago, in relation to the citrus- 
fruit industry. At that time we were 
just beginning to ship from California 
a few carloads of citrus fruits. Ac- 
cording to this theory it was wun- 


reasonable for us at that time 
to demand a duty on foreign ~or- 


anges and lemons, thus raising the 
Price to 70,000,000 consumers, for the 
reake of a few hundred producers, 


whose total output was scarcely worth 
mentioning. Had those arguments 
prevailed in 1885, we should not, in 
1901, have shipped over 24,000 carloads 
of citrus fruit from Southern Cali- 
fornia. 


In concluding this brief sermon, and 


in place of a dexology, we will quote’ 


the following remarks, recently made 
by Senator Elkins of West Virginia, 
which we believe put the question in 
a very plain and simple form: 

“The tariff is all right as it is, but 


J, especially, am against a tariff con- 


cession for Cuba; it is the cry of lost 
sentimentalists. Before the Spanish 
War it was starving Caba, and now it 
again is starving Cuba. Cuba was not 
etarving then and is not starving now. 
“ZI do not see that we are bound to 
do anything for Cuba. We spent a lot 
of money in the island and spilled 
some good blood for her; now it Is 
about time she went along by herself. 
If she wants to come into the Union 
that’s another matter, but we 
make no advances and do noth 
promote the Cuban idea that 
responsible for the welfare 
island. 

“If we are to have any reciprocity 
at all, we should give it to Canada. 
That country has spent hundreds of 
millions with us; Cuba has not spent 
a dollar, and waftts us to pay. pay, 
pay for her. I don’t believe in it, and 
never will believe in ‘it. 

“T have no idea what the Senate will 
do, but I know what I shall do, that 
is, express my ideas on the subject 
very soon.” 


However, should Congress see fit to | 


do something for Cuba—and incident- 
ally for the American speculators who 
have been investing in Cutan planta- 
tions—there will be no sertous protest 
from the people of this country, pro- 
vided—and there's the rub—that it is 
not done at the expense of the Amer- 
ican beet-sugar industry.

THE CITY'S HEALTH. 


Reports of Prevalence of Smal! pox 
in Les Angeles Are Untrue—Few 
Cases of Varioloid and No Deaths. 


Despite reports that have been sent 
out from this city to the effect that 
emallpox here has reached-an alarming 
stage, such has been the constant vigi- 
lance of Health Officer Powers and his 
corps of assistants that not only are 
such reports untrue, .but there is no 
possibility that they will become true. 

It is a fact that there have been some 
cases of varioloid in Los Angeles. A 
number of houses have been placed un- 
der quarantine, but that was simply a 
measure of precaution for the protec- 
tion of the whole public. There have 
been no cases of confluent smallpox or 
black smalipox, as it is frequently 
termed. Almost without exception the 
cases have been simply varioloid, and 
so well have they handled that 
not a death has resulted either in the 
detention hospital or in the houses un- 
der quarantine. 

The conditions with reference to the 
disease are much better in Los Ange- 


les than in many cities of the East. | 


The official reports of the United States 
Marine Hospital Bureau show that Los 
Angeles has fewer cases of real amall- 
pox than any other city of the size in 
the country. 

There was one new case of varioloia 
yesterday, the victim being Detective 
Joe Ritch. He was removed to thé hos- 
pital, but so mild is his case that he is 
pble to walk about the place, and last 
night was conversing with police head.

An Oakland Divine. 

R. E. E.. BAKER, pastor of the 

First Presbyterian Church of Oak- 

land, preached a splendid sermon 
on “The Catholic- Life’ yesterday 
morning at the First Presbyterian 
Church in this city. Dr. Baker is an 
optimist of the sturdiest sort, and a 
straightforward speaker. ‘ 

He took the text of his sermon from 
I. Timothy, vi, 17: “The living God who 
giveth us riches to enjoy." The sen- 
timent of the address was expressed in 
these sentences: “My plea is that we 
live a life of inclusion rather than 
exclusion. If we openly accept all good 
things as from God, then the real 
catholic life consists in taking them all 
in and making the most of them. 
Nothing that God has given us is in 
itself wrong; the way we use it is the 
question.” 

The speaker said further: ‘‘There is 
nothing more _ interesting than live 
Christianity. Christianity a Ife 
rather than-a religion..Through Christ 
it is possible to solye all the problems 
of the day—the problems of religion, 
business, pleasure. In the study of 
Christ we find the philosophy of life. 
There is no other religion that appoints 
to us a God so equal to all the occa- 
sions of the universe. The charm in 
Jesus is the charm of human life; He 
had a life to live, and lived it perfectly, 


‘| and thus Christianity commands our 


immediate attention by laying before 
us the ideal of human life—which all 
men strive for in a greater or less de- 


gree, 
“There has been a rediscovery of 
Jesus Christ in the last. twenty-five 


years; we know more about Him than 


the people of His own age, for the 
watchword has been, ‘back to Christ.’ 

“In Him we see a living God, potent 
and supreme. I am enthusiastic for 
Christ, for He has revealed to us the 
truth of life. 

“All the things really worth having 
come from above, and are not. inven- 
tions of man; the best that God has 
He has given us freely. : | 

“Comparative theology jeaches us 
that every man has the Capacity for 
religion, and searches to grasp it; but 
through Christianity we see that God 
really is more in search of man than 
man of God. He commissioned His 
Son, Jesus Christ, to come and search 


among us. 

“We should learn the divinity of all 
good things in life, and more, the di- 
vinity of man. Human jife is sacred. 
because it is the offspring, the product 
of God. From God to mani life passes, 
down to earth for a little time, then 
back to God again. The Lord gave, 
the Lord hath taken away—the begin- 
— is with God, and the ending is 


“Your soul is the offspring of God. 
I am pursuaded that the false ideas 
of the character of God are responsi- 
ble for all infidel belief. If we would 
understand that in the true character 
of God there is nothing but justice, 
love, grace, we could not but believe. 


“The humanity of God is as true as/ 


the divinity of man. As we are re- 
lated to Him, so He is to us. 

“All the riches and beauties of life 
should be accepted as from the hand 
of God, and be enjoyed and made use 
of to the beet of our ability. They are 
the outward manifestations of God; 
and we not only have a right to enjoy 


‘them, but, acknowledging them as 


God's works, we afte in duty bound to 
make the most of them. 

“A famous divine once defined evo- 
lution as God's way of doing t , 
This definition removes every possibile 


criticism of the word evolution; in ey- | 


ery sunrise and in the opening of every 
blossom we see God's way of doing 
things. 

“Some people lead such narrow lives 
that they can see nothing of interest 
outside of Podunk, where they live— 
their life is ao contracted that it ¢@s 
painful to themselves; others ere lit- 
tle broader and have a sympathy that 
covers their own commonwealth; the 
sympathy of others extends out over 
their country. and still others embrace 
the whole world in sympathetic inter- 
est. We must be of broad sympathies, 
of new interests, with room in our 
lives for everythi that is good. It 
was Dr. Johnson who said that he had 
constantly to keep his friendship in 
repair—which meant that to keep in 
sympathy with the world and happi- 
ness he had to keep searching for new 
friends and interests as the old ones 
dropped away. . 

“The catholic life is the one that is 
in sympathy with the widest range of 
God's revelation; the man who is liv- 
ing it is the man who says, ‘nothing 
in Mfe that God has given is foreign to 


‘me.’ And pleasure is one of the larg-« 


est, things included in the life that 
has given us. 

“Christ was more of a biologist than 
a theologist: He spoke more of life 
than of death and destiny. If we would 
cultivate such a wide conception of the 
life God has given us, that it would 
be rich, abundant, overflowing, tt 
would merge of itself into the eternal 
life. Kternal life is not 60 much a 
as an achievement: striving upward to 
grasp it we come in touch with God, 
and .are imparted immortality.

The Success of a Bold Pasadena Bear Hunter in Yukon Territory 


Attorney Benjamin W. Hahn of 
Pasadena-has a big grizzly bear in his 
Office to receive clients. The grizzly, 
whose weight was some seven or eight 
hundred pounds when there was meat 
in her skin instead of excelsior, stands 
about two feet taller than a tall man. 
She is mounted in an erect posture, 
just as she reared after Hahn shot her 
near Dalton Post, ‘way up in the Yu- 
kon Territory. 

You have to go a long way from 
Pasadena to find a lve bear wild. 
Hahn left here last August. He went 
up the coast pretty near to the Arctic 
Circle. Porcupine City was the bear's 
postoffice. Theneer there is a canoe 
trip by Pyramid Harbor and elong the 
Chiltkat Riv. and a tramp over the 
Dalton traifts Dalton Post. Hahn had 
a Stick Indian with him, but the Stick 
cut sticks when be learned. that his 
employer was in search of grizzlies. 
He had a family with whom he had 
looked forward to enjoying the Arctic 
winter. So the attorney hdd to secure 
another guide, which was not an easy 
thing te do, for the grizzly is highly 
respected in that country, by In- 
dians and white men: To be sure, his 


skin Is very. vatnable, but not more 
80 ey that of the fellow who tries to 
get it. 

But a guide was secured, and on the 


16th of September Hahn started out 
on horseback from Dalton Post, the 
traders bidding him a tearful farewell 
He had made friends, and they thought 
it a shame, he being young and with 
bright prospects. They told him how 
a bear had recently chased a lot of 
miners out of a rich gold creek, and 
they had never returned for the gold, 
and how several white men and In- 
dians were eaten up each year. 

The country is thickly studdeq with 
numerous - varieties of berries, salmon 
berr: s, raspberries,. huckleberries and 
bear berries, good pasturage for a herd 
of bears. One the shore of a lake with 
an unpronounceable name, Hahn found 
salmon lying about dead, their backs 
having been bitten into by bruin. 
The hunter kicked a whole string of 
live salmon out of the shallow water 
with his feet. He has a photograph to 
show for this._ 

Nothing was done with bears during 
the day, but toward dusk, as they were 
going home, about sever miles from 
Dalton Post, Hahn heard a crackling 
in the brush at the side of the “blind” 
Indian trail which he was following. 


His guide was somewhere ahead, 
gratulating himself that no game had 
been flushed. Alone, Hahn investi- 
gated the noise and came face to face 
with a she grizzly, coming down the 
side of a hill. She was the proverbial 
“biggest bear you ever saw.” It is 
etiquette in that country to give bears 
the right of way, for they were there 
first, and Hahn's horse was willing to 
step aside and let the lady bear pass, 
but the hunter quieted him down. 
Hahn removed his gloves and aimed his 
30-46 caliber single-shot Winchester at 
tne bear's heart, and fired. Then he 
jumped off his horse and reloaded his 
gun. He expected the bear to keep 
coming for a second piece of lead, but 
sne reared on her hind. legs and made 
off in the bashes. Hahn and the guide 
found her lying dead about 100 feet 
away. Three inches of her heart had 
been torn off by the bullet. She 
measured eight and one-half feet from 
tip to tip. 

The other day Hahn took the 
mounted specimen into the woods near 
Pasadena and had her and himeelf 
photographed in about the relative 
positions in which they stood when the 
unpleasantness occurred. As the pic- 
ture shows, both Hahn and the bear 
are in Klondike costumes.

Since my return home I have been: 
besieged by letters, many of them writ- 


ten by parties with whom I have no 
personal acquaintance, inquiring about 
prices to be had in Engiand and France 
for trotting and pacing-bred horses. As 
I cannot afford to keep a stenographer 
and typewriter, I take this method of 
answering their manifold inquiries, 


I would advise nobody to ship light-. 
harness horses to England, in the hope 


of a market there. They are not a na- 
tion of fast drivers on the public roads 
as we are. When they want reereation 
with horses, 
fast as the gallopers can carry thers. 
When it comes down to driving on the 
roed, they confine their amusement to 
riding in carriages behind matche4 
pairs of hackneys, not one in fifty of 
which can trot a mile in three min- 
utes. Everything in thaa line goes for 
Styie and show, without’ regard to 
speed. They have no trotting tracks tn 
England, save at Aintree, across the 
rige: from Liverpool; and there they 
irot matches between ponies, ranging 
from 18% to 14% hands. There is no 
trotting there on American principles, 
wnd 2 very’ large percentage of their 
iretting races are done under saddle, 
bucing horses would find no market in 
England at any price; and 1 did not 
#€e any in use during my seven wecks’ 
stuy on the continent. 

In France, Germany, and even tin 
Seme parts of Switzerland, however, 
there ir, and has been for years, a 
sood demand for trotting horses. ft 
makes no difference whether a horse 
is bred from trotting or pacing stock, 
s0 long as he trots and does not pace. 
Over forty years age, George P. Ba- 
ker, an American gentleman who had 
amassed a fortune in merchandizing 
at Red Bluff and Shasta, fn this State, 
retired from all active business and 
took up his abede in Paris. He took 
over five trotters, two matched teams 
and one single horse that could trot 
close to 2:50; and In. those days it was 


harder to find a 2:30 horse than it is 


meow to find one that can go in 2:20. 
For yeurs anf years, in fact, up to the 
very period of his death, Mr. Baker 
was “the boss of the road” outside of 


the gay French capital: and the first } 


time he made hiv appearance in a drab 
linen duster, 
he was a ghost and took after him. This 
was just outside of Auteuil, -on the 
road leading from Paris to Sevres. But 
Baker's horses cauld pull him in a 
4#0-pound wagon faster than their nags 


| could gallop, so they had to give it up; 


but they caught the ghost that night 
on his return to the boulevards. < 
Since then, there has been always 
more or less demand for trotters of 
American #reeding, in and about Paris; 
and as there are now, according to the 
best authorities, over 100,000 Americans 
residing in the French capital, it 
is not unusual to see from twenty to 
fifty light wagons runabouts, 
drawn by American-bred horses al-

Now Isaac Dahl- 
mann eells from $150,000 to $300,000 
worth of American-bred trotting horses 
every year of his life, in the four Ger- 
min cities above mentioned, to say 
nothing of sales effected there by a 
dozen smaller dealers who have their 
offices and repositories in Boston, New 
York and Philadelphia) and who make 
most of their shipments in April and 
May across the Atlantic. 

At first these German and French 
consumers wanted nothing but natural 


and pure-gaited trotters. All such 
Yankee inventions, as ‘“brushers,”’ 
“scalpers’ and “shin boots,” they 


would not touch with a ten-foot pole. 


One day some fellow found he could. 


not afford to pay $1590 for a pure- 
gaited horse, so he took one at $800 that 
wore all sorts of modern appliances 
below hie knees and hocks. Out he 
went, and the horse was “loaded for 
bear.”” He dusted every team on the 
road, and came home elated with his 


supremacy. From that time out, the 


prejudice against our modern appli- 
ances to keep horses from hurting their 
legs began to disappear: and while 
horses wearing these appliances find 
an easy sale in European cities, still 
it must be borne in mind that the 
natural-gaited trotter who does not 
need them, does and always will com- 
— the higher price a 


Some months ago, a Mr. Fitzpatrick 
(with whom I have no personal ac- 
quaintance,) came into this neighbor- 


hood and bought up two carloads of 


home-bred horses at prices ranging 
from $180 to $300. These he landed in 
France, in September, at an average 
expense of $120 a head: and _gold them 
all in the next six weeks at prices 
ranging from $650 to $900 for spot cash. 
What this man did others cam do, but 
they must be careful to pick out sound 
horses in the first place, because the 
French and German veterinaries are 
very strict, and will not pass any un- 
sound animals. 


Col. Sanders D. Bruce, founder of the 
Turf, Field and Farm newspaper, and 
author of the “American Stud Book,” 
died in New York on the ist inst., at 
the ripe age of 77 years.

A Reform in Dinner Parties. 


London is congratulating itself upon 
@ much-needed reform that the new 
reign already shows signs of bringing 
about. This, in regard to Ginner ana 
the dinner hours. “London dinner par- 
ties,” says the Daily News—and they 
are the form in which London enter- 
tainment chiefly shows itself through 
the winter months—“have been getting 
steadily more and more luxurious, pro- 
tracted and intolerable in the course 
of the last ten or twelve years. A din- 
ner party has ceased to be a meal 
(after all, a meal it should be,) with 


degenerated into an occasion for dis- 
play and extravagance. It has be- 
come a pretentious and fatiguing 
function. The hour is too late, the 
procession of courses too long, and the 
very art of dinner giving is in danger 
of passing from us. In the twentieth 
century we cannot, of course, look for 
sumptuary laws. They could not be 
d, or, it if they were, they coula 
evaded. If we are to escape the evil, 
fashion must be modified by other 
methods. It is well known that the 
King, when Prince of Wales, sought 
to check this abuse. In the sect in 
which he moved there was more sim- 
plicity, and the welcome change was 
due to his known wishes. Happily in 
this matter his influence will be more 
felt now. A curtailed menu is almost 
as good as an accelerated dinner hour. 
It is hard to realize how, in an arti- 
ficial state of society, one fashion in- 
fluences another. The lateness of the 
London dinner has had its gradual! but 
owing effect on the London theaters. 
Gonewere know this very well. Lon- 
doners are not so eupepti: as they 
used to be. They cannot dine late or 
sit late at dinner and then fully en- 
joy a modern play. And so the theater 
suffers. We want, and it is good news 
to think that we may ho to have, 
earlier hours, or less elaborate din- 
ners. Those who understand the art 
of dining look forward to the change 
with no dismay, and those who give 
dinners with absolute relief.” It is 
flattering to reflect that we of the 
United States have anticipated this re- 
form. For some time t heavy din- 
ners in this country ve been tab- 
ooed because taste was against 
them. Over there, it takes a king to 
set the fashion.—([New York Sun.
